The reply filed on 12/2/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): Although, applicants have provided a listing of all claims which read on the elected species, it appears as though the list is 
incorrect. For example, applicant lists claims 3-6 as reading on the elected species. Claim 6, however, is dependent on claim 1, 
which does not appear to read on the elected species. Neither claim 1 nor claim 6 recite a specific surface area as required by claim 1. 
Further, some of claims 7-12 added by preliminary amendment are dependent on claims that have been identified as reading on the 
elected species. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE ( 1 ) MONTH or 
THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment.
